Figures Indicate 
Top Enrollment 
For 1 965-66 Term 

Early figures indicate that the 
1965-66 enrollment at Potomac 
State Cbllege will be the largest 
in the history of the two-year 
institution. 

President Todd H. Bullard told 
the alumni office at press time 
that a total of 534 freshmen have 
been admitted and that 252 sopho- 
mores are expected to return to 
the campus for a total of 786 in 
the month of August. However, 
he said there will be some 
changes, because many students 
apply to one or more schools and 
then change their minds at the 
last minute. 

RuTard said that in all proba- 
bility the enrollment figures will 
run 10 to 20 per cent above what 
it was last year. The prospec- 
tive number would indicate those 
enrolled in the new adult educa- 
tion program. 

He said the enrollment would 
be weT above the previous top 
enrollment and up over last fall 
about 15 per cent or more.

Bidding on New 
Fine Arts Building 
Set For Early 1966 

The new Fine Arts Building 
planned on the campus of Poto- 
mac State Q>Uege will cost ap- 
proximately $1,333,000 according 
to President Todd H. Bullard who 
said that bidding on the project 
would be opened in early 1966. 

The recommendation for the 
project was approved by the Fed- 
eral Government recently follow- 
ing approval of matching funds 
by the State Commission on Edu- 
cation in the amount of $533,332. 

The project is one of six plan- 
ned at state colleges throughout 
West Virginia under provisions of 
the Higher Education Facilities 
Act of 1963 Which provides match- 
ing funds for bui 1 dings for natural 
and physical sciences, mathe- 
matics, modem languages, en- 
gineering, and libraries. 

Plans caT for the building to be 
constructed near the comer of 
Arnold and B Streets. The audi- 
torium would accommodate about 
1,009 persons. One wing would 
be used by the departments of 
mmsic, art, drama, and possibly 
soeech. Later provisions could 
make a second wing available for 
use by the Keyser Area Appalacih-

Post Effective 
As Of August 15 

Wheeling Native Has 
23 Years Service In 
College Science Dept. 

James T. Handlan, a member 
of the faculty at Potomac State 
College for the past 23 years, 
has been named Dean of the 
two-year institution, a branch 
of West Virginia University. 

Appointment of the former 
professor of biology and head 
of the division of Natural and 
Physical Sciences became ef- 
fective August 15. 

Potomac State had been with- 
out a dean since President Todd 
H. Bullard was elevated to his 
post last August 1. He had been 
named as dean on September 1, 
1963, following the death of the 
late K. S. McKee, who had been 
dean for 27 years. 

A native of Wheeling, W. Va., 
Handlan has been on the college 
staff since 1942. He began his 
education in zoology at West Lib- 
erty State College in 1932 but 
spent the next three years at 
WVU where he received his 
A B. degree in 1936 and his M. S. 
degree the following year, spe- 
cializing in the fields of biology 
and microbiology. He then re- 
ceived an academic year grant 
which enabled him to study in 
Germany in 1937-38 as an ex- 
change student at the Univer- 
sity of Munich. 

Between 1930-37 he attained 
experience as. a teacher working 
asi a laboratory assistant in 
biology and zoology at WVU and 
spending the summer months as 
assistant naturist at Wheeling’s 
Oglebay Park, teaching natural 
sciences. 

From 1938 to 1940 he was em- 
ployed at Oglebay Institute in 
the Museum Extension Project

Included will be various oc- 
cupational-type courses and as 
time goes on additions will be 
made to expand and ultimately 
end with occupational associate 
degrees from the college. 

President Todd H. Bullard ex- 
plains that some of the classes 
will be drawn from the regular 
curriculum while others have 
been especially developed for 
those entering college for the 
first time or those wanting re- 
fresher courses. 

Admission requirements will 
be flexible in the main to per- 
mit students to enter courses 
on the basis of indicated ability 
to do work with acceptable qual- 
ity. Those entering the standard 
degree program will have to 
mleet standard requirements 
while still others may desire to 
merely audit courses.
